‘*The utilization of waste substances” never 
had a more striking proof of the importance con- 
tained in those five words than when clean, good 
paper was made from dirty waste paper. Hence 
the establishment at Princess street, Stamford 
street, London, S. E., has a peculiar interest for 
paper-makers and dealers. Here one can see 
what becomes of all the waste paper of every 
kind, and what scrupulous care and enterprise 
are devoted to the collection of dirty and soiled 
paper. 

At No. 18 Princess street there are stables to 
accommodate sixteen horses, which, with thir- 
teen vans, are ever on the move to meet the re- 
quirements of Francis Day, who in turn has to 
cater for the paper trade both at home and 
abroad. At 19 and 20 we have the offices and 
sample rooms, &c., and at 21 a stock of perfectly 
new paper is always kept on hand, consisting of 
news, printings, royal hands, browns and gro- 
ceries, which come in exchange for waste papers, 
from various paper mills. Some two or three 
hundred tons can generally be found here, al- 
though the smaller the stock the better pleased 
everybody is all round. 

Francis Day supplies waste papers in immense 
quantities to both the home and American 
trades, but it is my intention to pay especial at- 
tention to the export department to your side, 
over which the head of the firm exercises special 
authority. The first warehouse is at 52 Red 
Cross street, in the Borough, and is a building 
147 feet long by 75 feet wide. Upon entering, it 
is easy to discover that the paper trade is not far 
off. Piles and piles of ledgers, bags of papers, 
mountains of shavings and many bales meet the 
eye. From floor to roof extends the stock, 
amounting to between 700 and 1,000 tons. 

. The routine followed is very simple. The vans 
bring in the bags and parcels of old papers, &c., 
every morning, and leave them at the ware 
house. They are opened and sorted. Then the 
several qualities are separated and packed, 
weighed and marked ready for shipment. The 
whole thing is as easy as possible. 

In detail, there is much more work than the 
above few sentences indicate. First, as to sup- 
ply. Mr. Francis Day has yearly contracts with 
publishers, account-book makers, newspaper offi- 
ces and railway companies, to receive whatever 
waste papers they produce. Every morning the 
vans are out collecting the day’s refuse and 
bringing it to the depot at Red Cross street. The 
best blue and white writing shavings come from 
the account-book makers, who use the best 
hand-made and purest machine-made rag pa- 
pers. The white book shavings and mixed 
printing shavings come from various bookbind- 
ers, who also dispose of their refuse by contract, 
renewed from year to year. Books and pamph- 
lets and folded-sheet waste come from the pub- 
lishers. Tosome of these, clean new paper is 
supplied in exchange. News and bundle waste 
are collected from the newspaper offices, as are 
also railway ‘‘buffs” and whites and sometimes 
tickets. All these various sorts are bought by 
contract, which provides literally a never-failing 
source of supply. In addition to the above, old 
ledgers are collected from banks, merchants, offi- 
ces, &c. Briefs and letters are also obtained 
from the various large legal establishments. Mr 
Day employs five travelers, who are constantly 
hunting up these supplies as well as selling to our 
home paper trade 

The ledgers (Solid) are easily stocked, and 
require Very little attention, ‘they being well 
known’ as a simple trade commodity. The shav- 

ings até sorted, however, and all cloth and rub- 
bish thrown out. This is conducted with care 
upon wire frame tables by about twenty girls, 
who are assisted by eight or nine men. The 
shavings are thrown into a heap, which accumu- 
lates ina short time to that extent when it is 
thought fit to get it out of the way. In accom- 
Plishing this five American hand-presses come 
into play, and very capital work they do. I 
sawa bale made containing the best shavings; it 
Measured about 4.6x3x2.6, and weighed 7 cwt. 
Compact, firns, and wrapped in nice clean bag- 
ging, the bale looked very neat and spoke vol- 
umes in favor of the little handy presses. There 
isa capital arrangement for fastening the iron 
hoops. It is a wire loop, which is safer and 
more secure against breakage than an iron plate 
With aslat init. The wire is ingeniously twist- 





ed, and the ends of the hooping are turned or 
looped through the wire ring. As pressure is 


brought to bear and the bands tighten, the wire 
also tightens and renders any slipping an impos 
sibility, I was very much struck with this wire 
fastener, Indeed as I visit these establishments 





I seem to see every form of ingenuity displayed 
in packing, and especially in fastening the hoops. 
When the bales are sewn and finished they are 
wheeled upon a Pooley weighing machine of 
great accuracy. A bale was weighed to show 
me that this weigh table will turn an 8-cwt 
bale to within a quarter of a pound. 
correct weighing is of great importance, and 
prevents many mistakes and ugly disputes. 
The weight is then marked upon the bale, with 
a number, and “ Francis Day, London,” as a 
trade-mark. The van now takes the bale to the 
firm’s wharf inShad Thames, a building capable 
of storing nearly 1,000 tons. In fair times of 
business 200 tons weekly go out of Red Cross 
street to the wharf, a turn-out by no means 
small. 

The neat warehouse belonging to Francis Day 
is situated in Cornwall Road, Lambeth. Here 
seven railway arches are utilized, belonging to 


the London and South Western Railway Co. ' 


The five larger arches measure about 
fifty feet square each, and contain 
the collections of rags, bagging, jute 
and manilla ropes, and’ low-class 
waste papers. The rags are entirely 
seconds and thirds of London and 
country collection. The town supply 
isa small item, but the country col- 
lection embraces nearly the entire 
output of three counties. Mr. Day 
pays special attention to the careful 
selection and handling of the country 
seconds, thirds and outshots. At this 
establishment there are necessarily 
more hands, viz., forty girls and 
twelve men,’ the former to attend to 
the sorting of the rags, and the latter 
to do the heavier work, the shipping, 
and pressing of bales, &c. There are 
three American hand presses and two 
hydraulic presses here, which in ordi- 
nary times of fair trade assist in turning out 
one hundred tons per week. Another Pooley 
weighbridge controls the operations here, so 
that everything can be looked for so far as fair 
and correct weight is concerned. 

The bagging department is not an insignificant 
item. The No. 1 and 2 bagging is obtained from 
the wharves and tea warehouses. It is the 


wrapping used to cover the tea chests, and is | 


usually of fine, clean and bright gunny. Mr. 
Day called my atténtion specially to the fact 


that no hose pipe was used, and defied me to find | 


any suitable arrangements existing for the hy- 
dropathic treatment of his bales. Jute ropes 
come from the same source as the bagging, and 
fifty tons per week is about the usual output. 
Of course, during dull times, things are not so 
lively, and these figures vary, but a fair average 


is not calculated to mislead anybody, and these | 


figures must be understood to represent that 
happy medium between either an excess or a 
falling off of the amounts named. 

The low papers are mostly browns, bogus pa 
pers and parcel refuse from publishers’ offices, 
&c. Occasionally, as clearances take place, 
pawnbrokers’ and railway tickets come in par- 
cels of twenty to thirty tons. From between 
twenty and thirty tons weekly of these low pa- 
pers pass trough the railway arches and go hence 
to the mysterious process which sends them forth 
again as new and fresh as ever clean wrapping 
paper can possibly be. 

Francis Day has been established seventeen 
years in business, and is assisted by various 
members of his family; who, like himself, are 
well skilled in the requirements of a good paper- 
stock buyer. In housing large stocks of fluctua- 
ting material great judgment is needful, and the 
sight of Mr. Day’s warehouses and their con- 
tents must convince anybody that both capital 
and brains are invested there. The firm does a 
large and increasing business with the United 
States. The firm is also a strong patron of THE 
JOURNAL; and the only request I was asked as a 
favor to insert in my article was this, that your 
paper-makers should boil down that part of the 
bale wrapper containing the trade-mark, 
“Francis Day, London,” without fail.

Improvement in Felt-Stretchers, 





With the description is given an illustration of 
a recent improvement in felt-stretchers for paper 


machines patented by Orson W. Clark, of Ap- 


pleton, Wis. 

This invention is designed to provide a spread- 
ing device which will be free from the objec- 
tionable features attending the use of the sev- 
eral forms heretofore used, and consists, first, in 
two pairs of rolls, one or both rolls of each pair 
being journaled in yielding bearings, which are 
provided with means for regulating the tension 
on the rolls, these rolls having their axial 
lengths inclined about ven degrees (more or less) 
to the line of width of the felt, and adapted to 
cause the latter to pass between the rolls sub- |

spread the same. They are prefer- 
ably mounted in a suitable frame, 
consisting of an upper and lower sec- 
tion, to which, respectively, the cor- 
responding rolls of the two pairs 
are journaled. The upper section, C, 
is vertically adjustable in sliding 
movement upon guide-rods D, and 
provides bearing for the semi-ellip- 
tical springs E, which are likewise

New Processes for Bleaching Vegetable 
Fibres. 


[Translated for Tae Paper Traps JovrNat from the 
Industrie-Blitter. } 





The usual method for bleaching textile fibres, 
especially linen threads and stuffs, has princi- 
pally consisted in extracting the glutinous sub- 
stances, and other impurities contained in the 
fibres, by boiling for several days in a strong al- 
kaline lye, by which the fibres are separated and 
made more accessible to the action of the after- 
bleaching by chlorine. The bleaching consists 


| in treating the stuffs with a number of chlorine 


baths gradually growing weaker, alternated with 
weak hydrochloric or sulphuric acid, and also 
soda lye. The object of the acid baths is to set 
free the remaining chlorine in the fibres, and to 
neutralize the lime with which the chloric acid 
is combined, while the lye baths neutralize the 
acids in the fibres, and so prevents the decompo- 
sition which would result from the presence of 
the acids. Thestuffs are cleaned as often as pos- 
sible with water during the process, and exposed 
on lawns, so that the sunlight may help out the 
action of the chemicals. 

The disadvantages of the old process are the 
following: The various operations which have 
to be carried on with large quantities of water 
and chemicals, and which have to be heated dur- 
ing a portion of the time, require a considerable 
outlay of capital for buildings and utensils, with 
expenses for coal, chemicals, &c. The old pro- 
In addition, the bleaching can only be carried on 
at certain seasons of the year, and large fields 
must be added to the buildings. In addition to 
this, the effect of the chlorine bath is, under the 
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present system almost totally inefficacious in the | 


winter season. 

All these disadvantages will, it is claimed, be 
avoided by the new process, for which C. Bey- 
rich, in Arnsdorf, Silesia, has received a patent, 
and which essentially consists in the foilowing 
principles: 
of lime), in combination with oxalic acid, de 
velops a far greater bleaching power than when 


used alone or combined with another acid. 2. | 


That oxalic acid does not attack the fibres so 
strongly as other acids hitherto employed in 
bleaching. 3. That the vegetable glue and cel- 
lulose which had to be formerly taken away by 
the previous process of bucking, are not con- 


when oxalic acid or oxalates are present. 

The action is owing to the fact that a portion 
of the oxalic acid combines with the chloride of 
lime and sets the hypochloric acid free, and this 
soon decomposes into its component. parts, 
chlorine and oxygen, which possess a very 
powerful bleaching action at the moment of 
being set free. This action is not hindered by 
the vegetable fibres, while doubtless a portion of 
the oxalic acid acts on the fibres and separates 
them from the gluey particles. 

The process varies in its application according 
to the nature and strength of the fibres. The 
most usual method is the following: The textile 
is treated in a bath of chloride of lime with 
dilute oxalic acid. The length of the operation 
varies from four hours to longer, according to 
the fibres. The temperature of the bath should 
be from 18° to 26°—minimum and maximum. 
The stuff is then rinsed and treated with a weak 
solution of sulphuric acid. 
should not be added at once, as the bleaching is 
effected at once by the escaping oxygen and 
chlorine. After passage through the acid bath 
the material is rinsed and put through a bath of 
soda.

™he Chicago Stationers’ Board of Trade held 
its first annual meeting on Monday last and 
elected the following-named officers: President, 
General McUlurg; Vice President, C. M. Smith; 
Treasurer, Bradley Dean; Directors, J. W. But- 
ler, J. M. W. Jones, H. Z. Culver, D. R. Cam- 
eron, John B. Jeffries, George H. Taylor, Mr.

Nally; Finance Committee, Messrs. Jones, Tay- 
lor and Jeffrey.

The American Phototype Company, which 
holds the Government contract for supplying the 
postal-cards, has turned over the details of the 
manufacture to Woolworth & Graham, who will 
hereafter supply the company with the manu- 
factured cards. The company is still the recog- 
nized and responsible contractor to the Govern- 
ment. As a consequence of this change the 
business of manufacturing postal-cards will be 
transferred to Holyoke, where a new building 
is to be erected for that purpose convenient to 
the mill of the Parsons Paper Company, which 
supplies the postal-card paper. 

The Board of Managers of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade has completed the details of the 
final transfer from the old organization to the 
new corporation, which has been formed under 
the general law. The new Board hasa cash capital 
of $2,500, which is divided into 250 shares of $10 
each, all paid up. The by-laws, which have just 
been adopted, are not materially changed from 
the old set in force. All of the officers of the old 
organization have been re-elected to the same 
positions in the new. The various committees 
also remain the same. The principal object in 
view of thus changing the organization to a 
corporation was to avoid the personal responsi- 
bility of the members, and it is expected that 
many of the large houses which made a point of 
this fact will now join the Board.

966 hours, and made 50,000 lbs. of Manilla tissue 
paper and boiled nine open tub bleaches :

Early Patents. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

In Dickinson’s paper entter the paper is cut 
into different widths, as may be required, ac- 
cording to the number of the circular cutters 
and distances between them. The strips of 
paper proceed onward from between the knife 
roller and pressing roller, conducted by tapes, 
until they reach a fourth roller, when they are 
allowed to descend and pass through the ap- 
paratus designed to cut them transversely, that 
is into sheet lengths. The apparatus for cutting 
the strips into sheets isasliding knife placed 
horizontally upon a frame, which, with the knife, 
is moved to and fro by a pointed rod connected 
to acrank on the axle of the pulley. A flat 
board or plate is fixed to the standard frame in 
an upright position across the entire width of 
the machine, and this board or plate has a 
groove or open cut along it opposite to the edge 
of the knife. The paper descending from the 
fourth roller passes against the face of this 
board, and as the carriage with the knife ad- 
vances two small blocks, mounted upon rods 
with springs, come against the paper and hold 
it tight to the board or plate, while the edge of 
the knife is protruded forward into the groove 
of the board or plate, and its sharp saw-shaped 
teeth passing through the paper cut one row of 
sheets from the descending strips, which, on the 
withdrawing of the blocks, falls down and is 
collected on the heap below,

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money market 
was fairly active throughout the week, the ruling 
rates for call loans having been 3 to 4 per cent., 
with exceptional transactions at 244 and as high 
as 5 to 6 percent. Should any stringency result 
from the April settlements and the increased 
local wants for the spring business, it is thought 
it will be only temporary, and this relief is re- 
flected in the disposition to make time Joans run- 
ning 60 to 90 days at 3 percent. Some round 
amounts of capital were placed at these rates 
during the week, and at the close there were 
larger offerings on similar terms. Prime mercan- 
tile paper sold at 3 to 5 per cent., with a good in- 
quiry at these rates. We now quote = to 90 
days’ indorsed bills receivable at 414 to 5 per 
cent.; four months’ acceptances, 3% to ae per 
cent.; good single name, four to six months’ 
paper, 5 to 5!¢ per cent.; double name, four 
months, 5 to 5}¢ per cent., and first-class single 
name, 6 to 7 per cent. A letter of Secretary 
Sherman to Assistant Treasurer Hillhouse was 
called forth by various communications ad- 
dressed to him by bankers and dealers in Govern- 
ment securities, foreshadows the course which 
the secretary intends to pursue in completing 
the refunding operations in connection with the 
4 per cent. loan. The assurance it gives that the 
Treasury operations will be so timed and con- 
ducted as to cause the least possible disturbance 
in the money market is well received in financial 
circles, and is likely to allay any fears of string- 
ency in the monetary situation. The Secretary 
states positively that the ‘‘ proceeds” of the 4 
per cent. bonds will not be called into the 
Treasury until necessary to make payments of 
called bonds. The subscriptions to the new loan 
at Washington on Wednesday amounted to 
$1,530,000. It is expected that the Treasury 
will, in the course of two or three days, issue 
another call for the redemption of $10,000,000 
more of 1867's. The market closed quiet and 
barely steady in tone. New 4’s sold at 100 for 
coupon and 99 for registered. Coupon 10-40’s 
brought 101%, 4}¢’sand 5’s were unchanged. The 
foreign advices reported the London market for 
British Consols firm and a fraction higher. 
United States bonds were alternately weak and 
firm within a narrow range of fluctuations. 
American railway shares declined sharply early 
in the week, but became strong toward the 
close, and the net changes showed a slight im- 
provement in most instances. The Bank of 
England rate of discount in the open market for 
three months’ bills is reported by cable as being 
down to 214 percent. At Paris Rentes declined 
from 113f. 22}¢c. to 118f. 5c. The Sterling Ex- 
change market was comparatively quiet, the 
demand baving been light and the supply of 
bills very limited. Rates were marked up early 
in the week both for 60-day ani demand bills, 
and the quotations were fairly maintained to 
the close. Actual business was done at a con- 
cession of t¢c. to lc., and under these circum- 
stances it is more than likely that shipments of 
gold will be made at a very early day. The 
market closed inactive and a shade less firm.

The price 
paid here was 2c., and the freight paid by the 
buyers when sent occasionaly. by rai] ranged be- 
tween $1.571¢ to $1.75 per 100 lbs. Straw Boards 
continue in very fair request, and from the ap- 
pearance of things at some of the more promi- 
nent dealers’ stores, the trade might be charac- 
terized even as quite active. Prices, so far as 
we can learn, are maintained. Binders’ Boards 
are in fair call and prices are steady. 


JUTE BUTTS.—There have been no arrivals 
to note for the past week. Small lots are bring- 
ing 2}¢c., and one lot of 3,700 bales are reported 
sold at 2c. cash, the same price being refused for 
an equal quantity. For the present, therefore, 
we quote our spot market at 2c. to 23¢c., as to 
quality and terms. We hear sales reported of 
future shipments of prime bagging quality, em- 
bracing about 5,000 bales, at 2 15-6c., duty paid, 
cash. Paper quality of present and future ship- 
ments are neglected, and range from 2c. to 
2\4%c. The stock of Butts in New York to-day 
is about 33,000 bales. 


WOOD PULP.—This class of stock continues 
to be called for with the same degree of activity 
before mentioned, and both the combination and 
perties working outside the Voelter patents 
claim to maintain their established prices, 
although there are many persons who assert that 
the latter are offering Pulp at much less than 
2i¢c., and even some go so far as to say that the 
combination price of 3c. is only a nominal quo- 
tation. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.—The 
market has still further stiffened during the past 
week, and certain grades have advanced a shade. 
This is not only due to their continued scarcity, 
but to the fact that the manufacturers who have 
kept aloof from the market for some few days 
are now seeking stock with a greater degree of 
earnestness, and find that ifthey really want de- 
sirable goods they must meet holders with more 
liberal views. L. F. B. Hamburgs are now held 
at 4c.; Checks and Blues at 2%c. to 3c.; and 
Light Fustians at 2c. Among the transactions 
may be mentioned the following: 70 tons Turkey 
and Smyrna Rags at 2%c. to 25c.; 20 tons Bey- 
rout Rags at 24c.; 30 tons London Seconds at 
2%e.; and 290 bales German Blues on private 
terms. The arrivals for the week foot up 2,188 
bales of Rags, 845 bales Paper Stock, and 620 
bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—Stock still continues 
scarce and in good demand, though the feeling 
generally is less firm than a week ago. Thesup- 
ply of medium and lower grades of Cottons has 
not materially increased, and these continue to 
be looked after with considerable interest.

COAL.—The Anthracite coal trade may be re- 
ported as in a more active condition for the 
period since the date of our last than prevailed 
at that time. There has been a very large 
amount of coal placed during that time; for 
many dealers appear to have arrived at the con- 
clusion that coal is cheap, and that it will pay to 
stock up at current rates. Saward’s Coal Trade 
Journal says: ‘“‘In fact, as has been so often 
stated, publicly and privately, the coal trade 
was never in such a peculiar condition as it is 
to-day. The stock on hand is very small and 
the demand is brisk, and yet coal is selling at 
such prices that it is impossible for any of the 
producers to meet expenses. There must come 
an end to this condition of affairs before many 
days. It does not seem probable that there is to 
be a combination, for all the companies have 
some peculiar point that they claim they cannot 
give way upon. But a restriction of the produc- 
tion, through the efforts of the laboring men of 
the coal regions will serve the purpose, and 
doubtless will meet with no opposition on the 
part of the operators. In consequence of this 
restriction prices will advance. Is it not giving 
over great power to the men to allow them 
to govern the trade? No doubt any relief at 
present is thought to be desirable, but how about 
the future. According to instructions received 
from Mr. Gowen all the P. & R. collieries start- 
ed on full time on Monday morning; this may be 
an effort to prove that there is no necessity for a 
stoppage, so far as this company is concerned. 
Unless the entire region where Anthracite is pro- 
duced stands idle there can be no relief to the 
market. It will be well for all concerned to 
make this fact of the first importance in their 
deliberations. The Ledger appears to be at a 
loss for something to say in regard to the condi- 
tion of the coal trade; it says: *The trade is 
therefore swinging around loose, unguided by 
helm or compass, and gradually sagging to low- 
er prices.’ Doubtless the efforts of the miners 
and laborers to manage the trade are ignored. 
It would be wise to watch this movement for a 
restriction of tonnage, as the one and only way 
out of the present difficulties. While the ability 
to produce is greater than the demand, there is 
nothing but ruinif the market is crowded with 
coal. Far better to have the coal in the ground, 
it will be valuable before many years, than to 
mine and ship at less than cost at the present 
time. If this cannot be done, for financial 
reasons, the sooner these reasons are adjusted 
the better for all engaged in the trade of pro- 
ducing and marketing Anthracite coal. Prices 
have not been unfavorably affected, to any ex- 
tent, by the announcement of the sale for to-day. 
The quantity offered is small, while the demands 
from ports just opening is up to quite respecta- 
ble proportions, of the quantity now coming 
forward. The output is now a million tons 
ahead of last year, but this increase is not 
perceptible in the stocks on hand.” Quota- 
tions at Hoboken, N. J., are: Lump, $3.40;
